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time when American educators will drop 
the notion that a child's interest is to be 
held, in the sense that he is to be 
entertained, and take up the idea that 
his interests are to be developed. 
One might also ask Prof. Mace: What is 
to be understood by "the dramatic 
feelings of the child?" The pupil is 
surely not to be led to believe that 
American History is a series of spec- 
tacular happenings narrated for the 
amusement. Fortunately the book belies 
its preface. It is not all given over to 
war. If some of the headlines are mis- 
leading, it is simple in its wording. 

The illustrations are very good, 
especially the drawings representing the 
industrial history of the nation. To be 
sure tlie artist puts air-brakes under a 
southern passenger coach (1861) on page 
340, but for the most part the illustra- 
tions are exceptionally true and really 
illustrate. 

The colors in the legend to the map 
opposite page 340 do not agree with the 
colors that appear in the map. 

The arrangement of the matter intro- 
duced has on the whole, been the result 
of common sense and good judgment. 
Recent events are handled too fully and 
seem poorly digested. 

This text book has been prepared with 
a gieat deal of care and deserves a 
trial. C. W. B.

"The Ship of State by Those at the 
Helm".

This little volume of 264 pages is a 
collection of articles describing the duties 
and functions connected with the various 
departments of our national government 
and written, as the title indicates, by 
leading government ofllcials. These 
articles contain a vast amount of de- 
tailed information concerning the inner 
workings and daily routine of the 
various branches of our civil and military 
service not usually found in the text- 
books on U. S. History or Civil Govern- 
ment. This feature, which primarily 
distinguishes the work from others of its 
kind, makes it a valuable supplementary 
reader in a course on civil government. 
The correctness of the information given 
is vouched for by the fact that each 
article was written by an incumbant of 
the office or an official closely connected 
with the department under discussion. 
Although the book is written in non- 
partisan spirit, it appears to me that 
the writers have been prone to praise 
more than is consistent with the object 
of a work of this kind. A fair and candid 
criticism of certain shortcomings in our 
public service and of evils which have 
aiisen in the course of time would not be 
out of place, even in a work primarily in- 
tended to be read by the future citizens 
of our republic. 

On the whole the articles are well 
written, their style being simple and 
attractive and suited to the understand- 
ing of our upper grade pupils; while the 
names of such clear and forcible writers 
on political subjects as Pres. Theodore 
Roosevelt, Sen. Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Supreme Justice David J. Brewer, and 
Ex-Speaker Thomas B. Reed lend 
prestige to the work and impart added 
interest to it.
